IT is estimated that about 50,000,000 
pounds of cotton-seed oil were used in 
the United States during last year in 
the adulteration of lard, and that it was 
mixed with about twice as much of 
other material, most of which was pure 
lard with the leaf left out This total 
of 150,000,000 pounds is a little less 
than one-half of the exports, or about 
80 per cent, of the whole production. 
Prom this it may be inferred that 
cotton-seed oil forms about one-tenth 
of all the material which is sold as 
"lard" in the United States, and nearly 
all of it is used in a few well-known 
establishments in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City.

Two F08t8 in Logaasport and goath 
Bend Suspended and Their Chart- 
ers Annolled—Fort Wayne 
Mentioned. 


A matter of absorbing interest to the 
Q. A. B., department of Indiana, be- 
came public yesterday in the issuance 
of an order by the commander of the de- 
partment, approving the action of the 
conncil of administration annulling the 
charters of Logansport and of Anten 
Post, the latter at Sonth Bend, ana di- 
recting that all of the property of the 
department in their custody, respective- 
ly, be immediately transmitted to the 
assistant quartermaster general of the 
department. 
This is the result of in- 
subordination upon the part of these 
posts, having its origin indirectly to the 
schism which the South Bend faction 
has attempted to create in the Women's 
Belief Corps, and more directly to a 
circular letter, issued by the poet at 
Logansport, attacking the action of the 
department commander in the course 
which he has pursued with reference to 
this trouble, which circular was approv- 
ed by Auten Post. The circular was 
issued under date of December 13, bear 
ing the signatures of Frank Swigert, 
Jasper A. Paugh and Henry O. Cush- 
man who announced themselves as a 
committee acting by authority of Logans- 
port Post in the interest of the ^ u t h 
Bend faction of the Belief Corps. 


The circular charged that "it has been 
the constant effort of the faction at In- 
dianapolis, under the leadership of the 
Department 
Commander, 
Comrades 
Carnahan, Foster, Vanasdal, Coburn 
and McMaster, the memorial commit- 
tee, to destroy the legally organized 
loyal auxiliary department of the W. B. 
0., presided over by Mrs. L. J. Gor- 
such, and substitute the illegal, revolu- 
tionary and reactionary faction at In- 
dianapolis, presided over by Mrs. Flora 
Wulschner. In furtherance of these 
illegal and rebellious actions these com- 
rades have published untruthful and ex- 
aggerated statements of the condition of 
afl'airs in this department in the public 
press of the state. These comrades have 
in their unholy desire to rule the depart- 
ment, advised the ladies of the W. B. 
C., to violate their obligation to their or- 
der, and thus induced them to organise 
an opposition to the legal authority of 
that organization in this state." 


The circular further said that "we 
don't believe that the Q. A. E. or W. B.

Albany, South Bend, Lafayette, Yincen- 
nes, Logansport and Indianapolis in the 
order named.

There is no abstemiousness in the 
world and no thrift like the thrift and 
abstemiousness of the average native 
jf India. 
Almost alone among 
the 
workingmen of the world, he has raised 
himself 
nearly

itipped himself of all the impediments

luxury. 
Millions 
of 
men 
in 
India, 
especially 
on 
the 
richer 
joils 
in 
the 
river 
deltas, 
live, 
marry, and rear apparently 
healthy 
children upon an income which, even 
when the wife works, is rarely above 
kwo shillings a week, and frequently 
links to eighteen pence. 
Tue Indian 
is enabled to do this not so much by 
the cheapness of food, for, though it 
is cheap, a European who ate the sama 
food would want five times the money 
merely to feed himself—as by a habit 
of living which makes him indepen- 
dent of the ordinary cares of mankind. 
He goes nearly without clothes, gives 
his children none and dresses his wife 
in a long jiiece of the most wretched 
muslin. 
Neither he nor his wife pay 
taylor or milliner one shilling during 
their entire lives, nor do they ever pur- 
chase needles or thread, which, indee<^ 
it is contrary to a some-religious eti- 
quette ever to usa 
The poorer peaa- 
Ant inhabits a hut containing a single 
tjovered room of the smallest size with an 
aarthen platform or two outside it; and 
as he constructs and repairs his own 
dwelling he virtually pays no rent, ex- 
cept for the culturable land. 
He never 
touches alcohol or any substitute for 
t. 
There is an idea in England that 
le eats opium or hemp; but he, as a 
rule, swallows neither—firstly, because 
he regards them with as much moral 
antipathy as any English 
gentleman, 
¿nd secondly, because he could not 
by any possibility 
pay for articles 
which in India, as everywhere else, are 
exceedingly expensive. 
He eats abso- 
lutely no meat, nor any animal fat, nor 
any expensive grain like good wheat; 
but lives on millet or small rice, a lit- 
tle milk, and the vegetables he grows. 
Even of these he eats more sparingly 
than the poorest Tuscan. 
Once a quar- 
ter, perhaps, he will e»t enough, during 
some festival, but as a rule he knows 
accurately what will sustain him and 
irould be 
enraged 
with the 
wife 
who cooks for him if she prepared more. 
He is assisted in this economy by a re- 
ligious rule which we have never seen 
a Hindoo break, and which is undoubt- 
edly, like the rule against killing oxen, 
a survival from a military law or cus-

Wbero the Finest Garnets and Toorma- 
Unes Come From. 


The finest garnets in the world are 
those found near Gallup, New Mexico, 
Fort Defiance, Arizona, and Helena, 
Montana. 
They are often associated 
with the oily green and olive 
green 
peridots called "Job's tears" on the sur- 
face of ant-hills, where they have been 
carried not only by the ants, but also 
by the scorpions. 
They are there 
called rubies. 
Although the garnets 
found in the diamond mines at the Cape 
of Good Hope (the so-called 
"Cape 
rubies") are larger in size than these, 
and perhaps by daylight equal to them, 
there are undoubtedly no garnets found 
that appear better in the evening and 
by artificial light than those from the 
United States. 
The dark color of the 
Cape garnets remains in artificial light, 
whereas the American garnets show 
only the clear blood-red hues. 
The 
color of these is usually a rich red, but 
very often purple or almandine, and 
sometimes approaching to the tint of 
honey. 
Many thousand dollars' worth 
of these garnets have been disposed of. 
They are rarely larger than 
three 
carats each. 
Fine garnets are also 
found in North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
and New England. 


The tourmalines from Maine have 
long enjoyed a word-wide renown as 
the finest known. 
Crystals over eight 
inches in length have been mined, but, 
unfortunately, many have been injured 
either by weathering or by blasting. A 
fine white cut achroite of twenty-three 
carats, a fine ruby-red tourmaline of 
over twenty carats, some green of 
over twenty-five carats, 
and a large 
number 
of almost 
all 
conceivable 
colors, 
are 
in 
the 
Hamlin 
and 
Shepherd 
collections. 
The 
former 
contains 
the 
finest 
series of 
this 
gem in the world, and would furnish 
full suits for a dozen cabinets. 
At this 
locality are crystals white at one end, 
shading into green, then light green, 
and finally red at the other end. 
We 
find here also the interesting occur- 
rence of a green, outer crystal enclosing 
a white one, within which is a red or 
blue center. 
The gems from this lo- 
cality would amount to many thousands 
of dollars in value. 
Auburn, Maine, 
has also furnished a number of light 
blue and the principal lighter shades of 
blue and pink gems, but none over ten 
carats in weight. 
Explorations at New- 
comb, New York, during the last sum- 
mer brought to light many fine brown 
and yellowish crystals, some weighing 
several carats, which are the finest yet 
discovered in this country, and closely 
resemble the brown gems from Car-

We. your special committee, in reference to 
the resolution of Councilman Monahan, re- 
lating to the alleged excessive charges made 
of consumers for water rent by the trustees 
of water works, respectfully report that we 
have carefully examined the subject and find 
that the law authorizes a fixing of a water 
rent of consumers for the purfiose of paying 
the expense of managing and operating tae 
works, in such manner as will be most equit 
able, and provides what shall become of the 
surplus after paying such expense, if any 
there be. We do not believe ihe law puts up- 
on the consumer the expense of building new 
extensions, but that the new extensions and 
additions should be made by general tax. We 
find that within the last five years the trustees 
have collected as rent m advance of the con- 
sumers over and beyond the expense of man 
aging and operating the works, forty thousand 
dolla: s. This, in our opinion, is unjust, exces- 
sive and Illegal, tends to deprive the works of 
consumers instead of Inviting them. 
The 
number of consumers >8 about 1,600; by far 
the greater portion of th's number are poor 
and worthy people, to whom such excessive 


ohargres are a burden. We find that the total 
expense of operating and managing the works 
for the year ending January 1, 1888. are fi3.- 
166.05; that the total received as water rents 
was «24,827.73. being fll.6«1.68 in excess of the 
strict letter of the Taw, as said sum of fi3,- 
166.05 Includes repairs. Your committee be- 
lieves that said*^ sum of $13,166.05 will be 
ample to cover all expense for the managing 
and operating the works for the ensuing year, 
yet we feel that there should be such charges 
made as will, without any doubt, cover all 
proper charges and exnense in managing and 
operating said works, and knowing from the 
record of each year's receipts and expenses 
of »aid works that the income steadily in- 
creases and the net result greater; we recom- 
mend that the trustees at once lower all rents 
83 cents on the dollar, or one-third. Taking 
the last fiscal year of the management of said 
works as a safe rule to build on, we find that 
such reduction will produce an income of 
fl«,.551.82, being a surplus of nearly four thou- 
sand dollars- That such reduction can t e 
safely made we have no doubt and hope that 
the council and trustees, by good manage- 
ment in the fut.ire, may make each further 
reduction as will enable all our citizens to be- 
come consumers without being compelled to 
pay exorbitant rent.

Wabash railway men, and many of 
our readers, recollect the collision of 
two freight trains, near the Beldeu 
bridge, about a dozen years since, by

000 damages, having been sued in the 
United States court. 
The accident wa^ 
due to a 15 years old boy, who was em- 
ployed in the telegraph c ffice at Wabash. 
He fell asleep and let a freight train pass 
by without reporting it. 
The name of 
the boy was Willie McHenry and he was 
well nigh crazed over the affair. 
For 
months he would not remain in town, 
but worked on a farm north of LaQro. 
At last he was persuaded to return to 
Wabash, where he was given employ- 
ment in the Citizens' bank. 
He was 
quick, bright and capable, and after- 
wards was employed in a Chicago bank- 
ing house, where he held an important 
and lucrative position for several years. 
Mc Henry was a natural musician, and, 
as years went by, took advantage of hia 
opportunities in Chicago, and became a 
prominent singer among the amateurs 
of that city. 
Bo remarkable was his 
success, that, at the advice of friends, 
he concluded to go abroad and study 
music. 
He is now in Florence, Italy, 
under the tutorage of the beiit masters, 
and the time is not distant, probably, 
when he will be known as one of the 
beet singers of the age. 
The accident 
which resulted in his leaving the profes- 
sion of railroading opened the way for a 
career in another direction which prom- 
ises to be one of great honor and profit.

issued nnder date of December 13, bear 
ing tbe signature* of Frank Hwigert, 
Jafpr A. Pangh and Henry O. Cnah- 
mau who anuoonced themselveB aa a 
committee acting bj authority of Logans* 
port Tost in tbe interest of the Bonth 
Bend faction of the Helief Corps. 


The circular charged that "it hw been 


the constant effort of tbe faction at In- 
dianapolis, under tbe leadership of tbe 
De|»rtnient 
Commander, 
Comrades 


Carcahan, Foster, Vanasdal, Cobnrn 
and McMatter, the memorial commit- 
te«*. to destroy the legally organized 
1< jal auxiliary department of the W. K. 
C.. presided orer by Mrs. L. J. Got 
such, and substitute the illegal, reroln 
tionary and reactionary faction at In 
dianapolw, presided over by Mrs, Flora 
Wulachner. 
In furtherance of theae 


illegal and rebellions actions these com 
radea have published nntrnthfnl and ex 
apgerated statements of the condition of 
aflairt in this department in the pnblie 
prws of the state. These comrades ha?e 
in their nnholy desire to rale the depart- 
ment, adrised the ladies of the W. R. 
C., to violate their obligation to their or- 
der, and thus induced them to organiie 
an rpjxMtion to tbe legal authority of 
that organiution in this state." 


The circular farther aaid that "we 


don't believe that the O. A. R. or W. R. 
C. should be run for the political ad* 
vaneement or personal glory of any man 
or aet 01 men," thereby conveying the 
impression that such waa the CMM. and 
"as there doea not appear to be any 
hopes of so conducting the department 
encampment and the department con* 
Tcction ao long aa they are held in In- 
dianapolit, and kept under the baneful 
oflnenoea of Captain Camahan and 
others, it waa recommended that the en- 
campment be held at Erananlle, Terre 
I ante, Richmond, Fort Wayne, l^ew 
Albany, South Bend. Lafayette, Vincen- 
nes, Logmnapcrt and Indimnapolift in the 
order named.
